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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Application, Amendments, And/Or Claims 

The amendment and response received 27 October 2003 has been entered in 
full. Claims 1-118 and 124 are canceled. Claims 119-123 are under examination. 

The declarations of Drs. Goddard and Ashkenazi filed with the amendment and 
response under 37 CFR 1 .132 have been received and entered into the record. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Withdrawn Objections And/Or Rejections 

The objection to the specification for containing embedded hyperlinks as set forth 
at p. 2 of the previous Office Action (Paper No. 7, 30 July 2003) is withdrawn in view of 
the amendment received 27 October 2003. 

The rejection of claims 119-124 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as 
set forth at p. 6 of the previous Office Action (Paper No. 7, 30 July 2003) is withdrawn in 
view of the canceled and amended claims submitted in the amendment received 27 
October 2003. 

35 U.S.C. §§ 101 and 112, First Paragraph 

Claims 119-124 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claimed 
invention is not supported by a credible, specific and substantial asserted utility or a well 
established utility. 
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Claims 1 19-124 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. 
Specifically, since the claimed invention is not supported by either a credible, specific 
and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility for the reasons set forth 
above, one skilled in the art would clearly not know how to use the claimed invention. 

The basis for these rejections is set forth at pp. 2-6 of the previous Office Action 
(Paper No. 7, 30 July 2003). 

Applicant's arguments submitted in the response received 27 October 2003 have 
been fully considered but are not found to be persuasive for the following reasons. The 
Goddard and Ashkenazi declarations under 37 CFR 1.132 filed 27 October 2003 are 
insufficient to overcome the rejection of claims 1 19-124 based upon 35 U.S.C. §§ 191 
and 112, first paragraph, as set forth in the last Office action for the following reasons. 

Applicant discusses the gene amplification assay, and provides two declarations 
under 37 CFR 1.132 (the Goddard and Ashkenazi declarations) to address the 
concerns regarding the assay raised in the previous Office Action. These arguments 
and declarations, including publications using the same assay, have been very helpful 
in addressing the questions raised in the previous Office Action. It is now conceded that 
the gene amplification assay provides a patentable utility for the PR0341 nucleic acid. 
However, the instant application has claims directed to PR0341 antibodies. 

Applicant argues that the utility of the PR0341 nucleic acid carries over to the 
protein and antibody claims. Specifically, Applicant argues that there is an assumption 
of utility unless a reason for one skilled in the art to question the objective truth of the 
statement of utility or its scope can be established. Applicant cites case law in support 
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of this assertion. Applicant urges that a prima facie case of lack of utility has not been 
established. Applicant criticizes the examiner's reliance on Pennica et al. (of record), 
stating that the examiner has not established whether or not the lack of correlation 
between gene copy number and protein levels for WISP family members is an 
exception to the rule, or is the rule. Applicant asserts that the working hypothesis 
among those skilled in the art is that, if a gene is amplified in cancer, the encoded 
protein is likely to be expressed at an elevated level. This has been carefully 
considered but is not found to be persuasive. No evidence has been submitted that it is 
the norm rather than the exception that protein levels are increased when gene 
amplification occurs in cancer. Indeed, given the disclosure in art, such as Pennica et 
al., that there is not always such a correlation, the skilled artisan would not assume it is 
so, but would perform the experiment to verify it. See also Konopka (Proc. Natl. Acad. 
Sci. (1986) 83:4049-4052), who state that "Protein expression is not related to 
amplification of the abl gene but to variation in the level of bcr-abl mRNA produced from 
a single Ph1 template" (see abstract). Finally, the art even shows that protein levels are 
also not predicted by transcript levels. See Haynes et al. (1998, Electrophoresis 
19:1862-1871), who studied more than 80 proteins relatively homogeneous in half-life 
and expression level, and found no strong correlation between protein and transcript 
level. For some genes, equivalent mRNA levels translated into protein abundances 
which varied more than 50-fold. Haynes et al. concluded that the protein levels cannot 
be accurately predicted from the level of the corresponding mRNA transcript (p. 1863, 
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second paragraph, and Figure 1). Therefore, the art indicates that it is not the norm that 

gene amplification, or even increased transcription, results in increased protein levels. 

Finally, Applicant refers to the Ashkenazi declaration which asserts that if the 

protein levels do not increase as a result of gene amplification, it is also useful because 

it can serve to better diagnose the cancer. This has been fully considered but is not 

found to be sufficient to withdrawn the rejection, since there is no indication that the 

PR0341 protein levels increase or stay the same. Further research would be needed 

to determine PR0341 protein levels in cancers showing gene amplification of PR0341 

gene. Therefore, the asserted utility is not substantial, as the real-world use has not 

been established. Thus, the proposed use of the PR0341 proteins (and by extension 

the antibodies as claimed in this application) are simply starting points for further 

research and investigation into potential practical uses of the proteins and antibodies. 

See Brenner v. Manson, 148 U.S.P.Q. 689 (Sus. Ct, 1966), wherein the court held that: 

"The basic quid pro quo contemplated by the Constitution and the 
Congress for granting a patent monopoly is the benefit derived by the 
public from an invention with substantial utility", "[u]nless and until a 
process is refined and developed to this point-where specific benefit exists 
in currently available form-there is insufficient justification for permitting an 
applicant to engross what may prove to be a broad field", and "a patent is 
not a hunting license", "[i]t is not a reward for the search, but 
compensation for its successful conclusion." 

Therefore, the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §§ 101 and 112, first paragraph, are 
maintained.
